e New diagnoses were more common in younger age
groups and those aged 13-24 were less likely to be
diagnosed late than persons aged 30+

e People aged 13-24 were less likely to be virally
suppressed than other age groups

e 1in 3,859 people aged 13-19 and 1 in 315 people
aged 20-29 in Maryland were living with diagnhosed
HIV, as of 2020
